With reward to the culture, it is stated thot 
corn should be planted as Broum-corn is com. 
meniv planted, very close in the row, probabl) 
s olk every three or four inches. The tillage 
will Le the same es fur Broom-corn. Whea 


to pluck them uff carefuliy, and to repeat the 
gathering as often as necessary, so as fo peveat 
the formation of any grain; because, if crain be 
siluwed to form, it takes all the suger from the 
stetk.

the Missis:ippi has tended to drive the roving 
bands that range the prai:ies father ¢ wards the 
Pacific aud they are now eccumulated in large 
numbers on the western frontier of Mexice. 
These n arauding tribes are, perhaps, stronger 
and more formidable no« than they ever were. 
Pheir numbers soust, of late years have received 
a large increase from refugees that have gone 
over to them from the Cherokees, Creeks, Sem- 
inoles, and other fierce and warlike nations that 
have recently -ettled on the Arkansas and it« 
tributaries. The neighborhood of these hali 
civilized Indians, by circumscribing the hunt- 
ing grounds of the roving savages, and occa. 
siovitig a scarcity of game, will contribute to 
render them more restless, and may compel 
them to eucroach on Mexico and seek tor sub- 
sistance by plucder. This isa mode of life 
quite congenial to the nature of the Cumanche. 

An incursion upon the defenceless provinces 
of Mexico has ever boen a favorite pastime for 
the Cumanche wariior Now. however, when 
stern necessity is pushiog these preda'ory rovers 
upon th Mexican settlements, it may be ex- 
pected that their forays will occur more tre- 
pane than hitherto, an! will penetrate fer- 
ther into the interior. Late reports lend strong 
confirmation to the suppositi-n. 

Considering the unusual magnitude of Indian 
force accumulated on the line of the Rio Grande 
—~the temptation that the rich but enervated 
and helpless population of Northern Mexico 
holds out to ‘he wandering propensities of the 
savage; and the irresistable impulse that is pro- 
pelling migration towards the Pacific, it would 
not. be at all surprixing, to bear of an Indian 
war raging along the whole Mexican érontier, 
and spriading its ravages far iuto the interior 
provinces. Such an event may have an impdr- 
tant bearing upcn political relati ns. ft must 
influence in a greater or les UVegree, the for- 
eign policy of Slexicoy aud it may be counted a} 
new elemeutin the calculation of diplomacy.

adjoining premises. 

The consternation, immediateiy af 
ter the outbreak, was truly awful,— 
Hatheld’s store house was known t 
contain three kegs of powder, and the 
fireman and citizens deemed it imprv- 
dent to make a vigorous attack until 
ifter the explosion... ‘This most fortu- 
nately soon took place without the 
loss of life. Our noble firemen now 
encountered the great enemy wit! 
their usual daring and self-poxsession 
The whole area of the lumber yard. 
the store hvase and the outer build 


ings were surrounded, and most prov- 
identially the entire range of stores 
land houses were saved. The store 
of J. & D. Bishop, containing a large 
quantity of powder, created the most 
inxioussolicitude. The powder was, 
however, sate'y conveyed down the 
bosin by the schooner Robert Raney, 
Capt. Campbell, who deserves great 
praise for his manly conduct. This 
is the third fire in a week, all com- 
wencing in outer buildings. Incendi- 
aries are prowling amongst us; but 
from this time onward,°the town will 
be well “manned,” and wo to the
